In this province we have not yet 
begun seriously the great work of 
trunk road construction. In ‘proper 
road construction lies one of the 
greatest. opportunities for develop- 
ment of our province. To estimate 
broadly the value of good roads, it 
would be well within the mark to 
siy that good roads would cut in 
half the time now spent in marketing, 
produce and in driving on the roads 
for ali purposes. The result in in- 
creased land value, lessened cost of 
transportation, improved facilities, 
and the extension of social privileg- 


ent isolation of farm life- 

Up to the present time no ade- 
quate policy has been adopted by the 
government of the province for 
grappling with the problem of trunk 
roads. A) very small amount has 
been expended from year to year out 
of current: revenue, so small indeed 
as to be of very little practical value 


to the roads of the province. In a 
new agricultural country such as 
ours, we cannot hope to have a 


contented and prosperous agricultur- 
al class without providing them with 
good roads. If leading trunk roads 
were built in) a proper manner 
throughout every constituency the 
cost of maintaining them would not 
be very great. Inasmuch as_ this 
would be work of a permanent char- 
acter, the government would be jus- 
tified in raising money on capital 
account instead of spending a paltry 
sum of $200,000 per year, which has 
been the average in this province 
during the past two or three years. 

A sum of at least one million dol- 
lars a year, for several years, could 
very well be devoted to this impor- 
taunt work. After all, the question 
of settlement in this country is lange- 
ly a question of transportation. We 
have the soil. which by actual analy- 
sis has twenty times the productive 
power of the clay soils of the east ; 
we have the climate, and in order to 
give settlers encouragement for the

“That Cross personally and by his 
avents did induce and procure several 
[persons to vote more than once, al- 
though Cross and his agents knew 
when they induced these persons to 
vote that they had already voted. 
“That Cross personally and by ‘his 


favents or other persons on his be- 
‘half was guilty of personation and 
subornation of personation and did 


personate voters at the election, and 
‘Cross corruptly, personally and by 
has agents, did induce and endeavor 
Ito induce persons to take false oath 
in a matter wherein an oath is re- 
quired under the act.”

North- 
west’ Land Regulations. 
\ 

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a. quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
| person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy.maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence: up- 
on and cultivation of the, land in 
each of threa years. A homesteador 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least. 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homestcader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 por acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
cequired to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain.a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—IMust reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

A RECORD LAND DEAL 


Over Half a Milllon Acres for Colonl- 
zation In British Columbia 


Another of those gigantic land deals 
for which western Canada is attagiing 
a wide reputation was made public in 
the purchase of 550,000 acres of land 
in Northern British Columbia by Mr. 
Laughlin Maclean and his associates 
for a consideration of $2,730,000. This 
constitutes what is probably the lar- 
gest real estate transacticn ever car- 
ried through in the Pacific northwest. 
The land which was selected along 
the northern lakes and rivers was ac: 
quired from various British Columbia 
ayndicates and six months was ce- 
quired to complete the deal. Of the 
holdings affected, 150,000 acres are in 
the Nation Lakes district; 100,000 
on Babine Lake; 200.000 on the North 
Tacia Lake; and 100,000 on the Naas 
River. The general character of the 
soil is a deep black loam and probably 
25 per cent. of the land is open mea- 
dow. the remainder being covered 
with light growths of timber and un- 
derbrush. In the work of colonization 
the purchasere will have the co-opera- 
tion of the provincial government 
which has already built trunk high- 
ways through the districts and as fast 
as they are colonized will construct 
school houses ard lateral highways. 
Babine Lake is 110 miles long and 
5 miles wide and is navigable for the 
largest steamers.

THE DYING HOURS OF THE | 
 SIFTON-CROSS COMBINATION 


A Full History of the Outrageous A. & G. W. Deal. 


In studying the record of the 
present Libera] Government, the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways’ deal 
must necessarily occupy a prominent 
place, and the following summary of 
the facts in conn:ction with that 
matter is submitted for your  care- 
ful consideration. 

Jt called for the construction of a 
railway from Edmonton to Fort Me- 
Murray. The real distance was about 
250 miles. 

The deal was made for 350 miles, 
allowing a large mileage for cheap 
sidings at the same guarantce as the 
main line, or $40,000 per mile where- 
ever there are sidings. ; 

Tbe Government guaranteed this 
line at $20,000 per mile. 

This was the only line of railway 
in the whole of the Liberal railway 
policy of 1,781 miles guaranteed at 
that high rate per mile. 

The bonds of this Company bore 
5 per cent. interest. 

They were the only bonds to bear 
this high rate of interest in the en- 
tire railway policy of the Govern- 
ment, and the only 6 percent. pro- 
vincial bonds at that time in the 
Dominion of Canada. 

The specifications for this railway 
were the poorest possible and allow- 
ed the cheapest kind of a line to be 
constructed. 

The agreerent allowed the use of} 
56-lb. rails, where almost a!l com-! 
panies usc 80-tb. rails; the use of 
old-fashioned fish plates instead of 
the modern fastening of angle bars ; 
the use of six-inch face spruce tics, 
and prairie loam for bdllast ; and 
also the use of second-hand material. 

On every ten miles constructed 
without ballast the Company was 
allowed to collect from the Govern- 
ment the full amount of its guaran- 
tee, $20,000 per mile, or $200,000. 

Yet the capital required by the 
Company was only $50,000, in order 
to go ahead and spend the full 


Hii# amount of the guarantee, $7,409,000; 


and worse, the $50,000 was not sec. 
ured to the provinee. 

The agreement provided $400,000 
for the erection of terminals in HEd- 
monton. 

But while the line could be handed 
over on completion to the govern- 
ment, the terminals, which would by 
time have an immense real 
estate value, could be retained by 
the company. Catch the point? 

This was the deal in substance. 
The original owner of this charter 
and his associates, applied to the 
Legislature in 1906 for a guarantee 
of $13,000 per mile for 250 miles 
and were refused. The charter was 
then sold to a gentleman from Kan- 
sas City, Mr. W. R. Clarke, and this 
gentleman,a perfect stranger to the 
Government and to the Province, got 
a deal like this. Looks like a good 
deal for Clarke.

The _ esti- 
mates of the company’s engincer 
were ‘‘misleading, unreliable, and in 
many respects absolutely false.” 

The bonds were sacrificed to a 
New York broker, and that he re- 
sold them a few days later at a 
profit of $740,000. 

The most important witness, Mr. 
W. R. Clarke, the promoter of the 
railway, ran away with the books 
the day previous to his promising, 
by letter, to appear before the Com- 
mission. 

The investigation ended, 
Government resigned. 
‘Chief Justice A. L. Sifton 
called to form a Government. 

Instead of submitting himself and 
his government to the choice of the 
people, he reversed this usual order 
and ruled the Province tor three! 
years without endorsement by elec- 
tion, thus turning a democratic gov- 
ernment into an autocracy. ~

He proceeded to legislate the 
corpany out of existence, claiming 
that the A. & G. W. Company had 
utterly defaulted. 


SIFTON'S SOLUTION. 


He introduced and passed two 
statutes. The first, passed December , 
17th, 1910, annulled the agreement 


but ratified the guarantee of the 
bonds, and proceeded to enact that | 
the whole of the proceeds of their | 
sale was then standing in the’ 
various banks in the name of the!

be satisfied by the Province, and yet 
all the Premier can show for it is a 
revoked contract—torn paper. 


WHAT PREMIER SIFTON’S 
FAILURE MEANS. 

The A. & G. W. matter is worse 
off than at first. 

The north country is without a 
railway. 

The province is saddled with legal 
expenses approximating $200,080. 

Damage claims are registered 
against the province amounting to 
$3,000,000. 

The province has paid $1,110,000 on 
money on which (interest) it has 
never had any use. 

The province must continue to pay. 
interest charges at the rate of 
$1,013.69 per day until the bonds ex- 
pire, or the bondholders give relief. 

Premier Sifton still leaves the 
problem unsolved. 

In addition to this we are losing 
interest on $1,110,000, which at the 
rate of four per cent. amounts to 
$121.85 per day; thus making our 
daily Joss in interest in connection 
with the A. & G.W., and for which 
we are receiving not the slightest 
return—$1,135.54. 


PREMIER SIFTON’S 
FINANCIAL FIASCO. 

When. he came to power the debt of 
the province was very small, and it 
is on record that a Liberal conven- 
tion avowed that the current reven- 
ue of the province was sufficient to 
meet the current expenditure. No 
debt was to be incurred. 

Today the debt is $14,000,000. 

The interest on half that debt 
($7,400,00)) is at the extraordinary 
rate of five and three-quarter per 
cent. 

$3,000 per day, over $1,000,000 an- 
nually, is the current charge against 
the province on account of both the 
debt and the A. & G. W. deal. 

During the session just closed the 
premier put through an act authoriz- 
ing the borrowing of $5,000,000 more 
at 4 per cent., making added inter- 
est of $200,040 annually. 

The Premier says that he does not 
propose to repay; he proposes to 
reborrow. 

He has even stated on the floor of 
the House that he proposes to bor- 
row up to the limit of the credit of 
the province. 

Now note a most serious fact : 

The province of Alberta does not 
own anything, therefore it can never 
pay its debt under existing con- 
ditions. 

Its income and earnings are not 


holders’ money. The case went to'enough to pay the ordinary expenses 


the Privy Council, 
without any heed to political con- 
siderations, that. this legislation was 
beyond the power of the province to 
enact, 

$3,190,001.29 THROWN AWAY. 

Pursuant of this second statute on 
February 8th, 1912, a sessional pap- 
er as tabled by the Premier, con- 
taining a list of damages claimed by 
the various parties who had sus- 
tained financial loss as the direct 
outcome of the annulment of the A. 
& G. W. agreement. This totalled 
$3,190,001.29. A very considerable 
proportion was spent in actual con- 
work, now abandoned, 
leaving strewn along the 300 miles 


which decided,|of government. 


The only government-owned  rev- 
enue producing utility, the telephone, 
is run at a loss, 

The debt per capita will approxi- 
mate $48 at the end of 1913, and is 
$36 at the present time. 


WHAT WILL THE END BE? 


There are only three alternatives : 

1. Provincial bankruptcy. 
; 2. Direet taxation, under which a 
government tax collector would come 
round to you every year and collect 
a personal tax for the repayment of 
Ipublic debt. 

3. To elect a Conservative govern- 
ment and gain control of the natural 
resources and the public lands.
